Inevitably

reflex action of lower prices will 
be lower wages 
and the extent 
towhich the wage earner will 
eventually be benefited 
is prob 
lematical 
Every worker for wages 
how ¬ 
ever can escape 
both from the 
oppressions of the profiteer and 
the pressure 
for lower 
wages 
now or hereafter 
at any time in 
the future 
if he will act vigor- 
ously
